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Hampstead Remembers 
Sandy Hook Victims

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead Congregational Church 
and Hampstead residents 
paused on a dark and rainy 
Friday morning to remem- 
ber the victims of the Con- 
necticut elementary school 
massacre. 

Two families who attend 
the church, Al and Marion 
Lake and Bob and Marilyn 
Moran, asked the Rev. Ed 
Koonz to hold a Remem- 
brance and Prayer service 
for the 20 children and six 
adults who lost their lives to 
a gunman on Friday morn- 
ing, Dec. 14, at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in New- 
town, Conn. 

The church bell rang 28 
times beginning at 9:30 a.m. 



Friday Dec. 21, in memory 
of the lives that were lost. In 
addition to ringing the bell 
for the 26 deaths at Sandy 
Hook School, Koonz chose 
to ring the bell and offer 
prayers for the shooter and 
his mother as well, who was 
killed earlier in the morning 
prior to the deaths at the 
school. 

Koonz said the church 
held the special service as 
an extension of the request 
issued by the Governor of 
Connecticut that asked 
houses of worship and other 
buildings to ring 26 bells 
that morning to remember 
the victims of the Newtown 
shooting. 

Connecticut Governor 
Dannel Malloy said, "I ask 
that Friday Dec. 21 at 9:30 
a.m., exactly one week after 



the horror began to unfold 
in Newtown, that the entire 
state observe a moment of 
silence." 

The Morans and the 
Lakes expressed their view 
that remembering should 
not "stop at the (state) bor- 
der" and asked Koonz to 
invite Hampstead to join 
them in a moment of silence 
and prayer as the bell tolled 
"for the youngsters whose 
lives were cut short and the 
adults who loved them." 

Koonz opened the 
Hampstead Congregational 
sanctuary to those wishing to 
join in the service and 
offered a pastoral prayer after 
the bell tolled. About 30 per- 
sons attended the service. 

The Old Meeting House 
bell rang at 9:30 a.m. as 
well. 



Zoning Board Questions Building 
Request for Undersize Parcel

CHESTER - Though the 
Zoning Board of Adjust- 
ment (ZBA) made no deci- 
sion on two variance re- 
quests for a property located 
at the intersection of Candia 
and Birch Roads during its 
Dec. 18 meeting, members 
and the public questioned 
the appropriateness of al- 
lowing construction on the 
small site. 

The parcel is owned by 
Roger C. Garrett and was 
presented by Eric Mitchell 
of Eric C. Mitchell and Asso- 
ciates, Inc. It's a 1.25 acre, 
triangular shaped lot. And 
while Mitchell met with the 
ZBA seeking relief for septic 
system construction within 
the wetlands conservation 
district and for a driveway 
turnaround and parking 
spaces located within the 
40-foot front setback, other 



issues with the property 
were raised throughout the 
meeting. 

The parcel has the ap - 
propriate amount of front- 
age but it doesn't meet two 
other key criteria for being 
considered a buildable lot 
according to the ZBA: a min- 
imum of two acres and the 
criterion that every lot must 
be able to contain a circle 
with a diameter of 200 feet. 

Mitchell, a wetland sci- 
entist, said there were two 
identified wetlands on the 
site and their location pre- 
vented the owner from 
being able to meet the 75- 
foot setback requirement for 
septic system construction. 

ZBA chair Don Brown 
said he had visited the site 
after a long period of rain 
and found it filled with 
areas of standing water and 
mud. He noted that the 
entire parcel was below the 
grade of both roads. 



Further complicating 
construction is a need for a 
40-foot setback from both 
roads. It was also noted that 
the lot had long been taxed 
at a reduced rate reserved 
for non-buildable spaces. 

Abutter Steph Landau 
spoke for some time on the 
history and condition of the 
property, and was firmly 
against allowing construc- 
tion. Landau said that at 
one point he sought to pur- 
chase the piece to put in a 
blueberry field, something 
that would be appropriate 
for the land. 

Landau said that in his 
35 years at his home, he 
guessed there were only 
two years when the proper- 
ty under review wasn't pri- 
marily under water. 

"We don't need to build 
on every lot," said Landau, 
adding that the town voted 
in the rules governing what

Sandown Community Meets in 
Wake of Connecticut Shooting

SANDOWN - Sandown's 
elementary schools are tak- 
ing steps to make sure they 
are as safe as possible in the 
aftermath of the Dec. 14 
school shooting at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown, Conn. Sandown 
North teachers and staff got 
to their school at 6:45 a.m. 
the Monday after the attack 
to review their policies and 



procedures and look at ways 
to help students and par- 
ents. Later that week they 
held a meeting for the com- 
munity to discuss their 
school and its precautions. 

The meeting room was 
filled Wednesday night, 
Dec. 19 with concerned par- 
ents and many staff mem- 
bers from both North and 
Central Schools. They were 
joined by police chief Joe 
Gordon and Sgt. Aurie Roy. 

The meeting lasted 



about 90 minutes and 
offered discussion on a wide 
range of topics, from what is 
currently in place at the 
school, what might change 
in coming weeks, what can 
be done to identify the 
kinds of severely troubled 
people who hurt others, and 
how to talk with kids about 
a terrible incident that is 
difficult to understand for 
all ages.

HAMPSTEAD-The ska- 
ting rink kit is in the mail 
from Canada and is expect- 
ed within the next week. 

Recreation Commission 
member Tracey Flaherty said 
if it arrives as scheduled, she 
has volunteers lined up to 
set it up between Christmas 
and New Year's and hopeful- 
ly have it ready for use early 
in the New Year. 

The 38-foot by 83-foot 



rink was paid for by private 
donations and a gift from the 
Hampstead Mothers' Club, 
Flaherty said. The rink will 
be set up on the field behind 
Town Hall and the Police 
Department, making it a 
secure place for kids and 
families to enjoy skating 
between dawn and dusk. 

Once the rink is set up, 
the Hampstead Fire Depart- 
ment has agreed to fill it. 

The question remains as 
to how the rink will be main- 
tained during the winter. Fla- 



herty and other Recreation 
Commission members say it 
should be professionally 
cared for, with snow removal 
and a path to the rink from 
the St. Anne's parking lot. 
However, that costs money 
and Flaherty said the Recre- 
ation budget doesn't have 
any for this service. 

To address this issue she 
is working with clubs and 
sports organizations in town 
to come up with a fund- 
raiser to get the money nec- 
essary to engage a profes- 



sional firm to do the job. 

"I think the timing is 
just right," Flaherty said. "It 
should be cold enough to 
freeze by the time we finally 
get it up. I am hoping to get 
it ready for the community 
to be able to enjoy it 
throughout the rest of the 
winter." 

St. Anne's has approved 
use of its parking lot with 
the exception of Sunday 
mornings, when they ask 
that people not park there 
until after noontime. Park- 



ing Sunday mornings is 
available at Hampstead Cen- 
tral School and Town Hall. 

The rink will be re- 
served exclusively for recre- 
ational skating, with hockey 
prohibited. The commission 
will review the popularity of 
the rink, its use and whatev- 
er community feedback is 
received regarding playing 
hockey after the winter is 
over, and will make a deter- 
mination about it before the 
second winter. Flaherty is 
leaning toward figuring out 



how to finance a second 
rink that would be exclu- 
sively for hockey. But she 
said that is a question for 
another time. 

"I am working on the 
verbiage for signs that will 
provide guidelines and rules 
for behavior and use of the 
rink," Flaherty said. "I am 
really excited about this, 
and the timing is right for 
the weather to be in our 
favor. I hope the communi- 
ty will get a lot of enjoy- 
ment out this rink." 



Status Quo to Remain on Timberlane School Board Representation

SANDOWN - An effort 
on behalf of Sandown 
school board member Roger 
Barczak to redistribute the 
number of representatives 
each town has on the Tim- 
berlane Regional School 
District board failed to gain 
the support needed to go on 
the warrant this year. 

The Timberlane board 
took up discussion on the 
matter at its Thursday, Dec. 
20 meeting, which was held 
in Sandown. All but Barczak 
voted against the effort. 

There are four towns in 



the district, Sandown, Dan- 
ville, Atkinson and Plaistow. 
Currently each town has 
two representatives except 
for Plaistow, which has 
three. 

Barczak suggested that 
instead each town should 
have two representatives 
plus an additional floating 
representative that would be 
chosen from each town for a 
three-year term. His plan 
was to have Plaistow take 
the first three-year term in 
2014 and Sandown the last 
in the rotation. 

Barczak argued that his 
plan would dispel the per- 
ception that Plaistow wield- 



ed more power than other 
sending towns. He noted 
that it was just a perception 
and one he disagreed with. 

Some discussion on the 
origins of the practice being 
written into the district's 
articles of agreement was 
prompted by student repre- 
sentative Brett Paley. While 
school board chair Robert 
Collins, of Danville, said no 
official record of the ration- 
ale behind it was found, 
others had anecdotal rea- 
soning behind the program. 

Lisa Withee, Plaistow 
school board member, said 
she had spoken with a long- 
time member of the school 
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board who told her the addi- 
tional representative was 
given to Plaistow because of 
its larger population, the 
fact that the district's middle 
and high schools are located 
in Plaistow, prompting the 
burden of emergency re- 
sponse, and the fact that 
Plaistow cannot secede from 
the district because of the 
school's location. 

A letter from the Plais- 
tow board of selectmen and 
testimony from its school 
board members buttressed 
those ideas. The letter from 
the selectmen said the addi- 
tional representation was 
fair and prompted by the 
additional cost burdens they 
take on with having the 
schools in town. The board 
also said that if the schools 
weren't there, they could 
build homes on the lots and 
generate an additional 
annual tax revenue of $6.3 
million, a number that was 
questioned by other mem- 



bers of the board as being 
too high. The selectmen 
argued that they spend 
about $20,000 per year on 
public safety support of the 
schools. 

Atkinson board member 
Michael Mascola said he did 
not see the correlation 
between public safety sup- 
port and an additional 
board member. 

Barczak argued that the 
average daily membership 
between Plaistow and San- 
down differed by only 5 per- 
cent and said nowhere in 
the original articles of agree- 
ment does it specify that the 
middle and high schools are 
to be built in Plaistow or 
that Plaistow would be re- 
sponsible for additional 
costs. 

Plaistow school board 
member Peter Bealo was 
against the change and said 
Plaistow was still sending 
the most students to the dis- 
trict. Plaistow school board 



member Elizabeth Kosta 
concurred. 

Barczak said that while 
the letter implied the move 
to change the representa- 
tion levels was divisive, that 
was never his intention. He 
later said he was amenable 
to the board's putting the 
matter off for a year to dis- 
cuss it in further detail. 

Bealo eventually made a 
motion to kill the idea for 
the current year, a motion 
seconded by Kosta and 
agreed to by all board mem- 
bers except Barczak. 

Another effort pushed 
forward with help from Bar- 
czak saw fruition this year 
and was on display Thurs- 
day night. Though previous- 
ly all school board meetings 
were held at the superinten- 
dent's office in Plaistow, this 
year the board is touring the 
other towns, and that even- 
ing met at Sandown Central 
School's gym (See related 
story page 3).

Zoning Board-Selectmen Dispute Headed for Discussion

CHESTER - The Zoning 
Board of Adjustment's 
(ZBA) intention to again 
discuss actions taken by the 
board of selectmen in ques- 
tioning the ZBAs decision to 
let Kevin Scott sit in on a 
variance request from Mike 
Oleson was tabled last 
week. That decision fol- 
lowed a discussion in the 
hallway outside of the meet- 
ing between ZBA chair Don 
Brown and selectmen chair 
Steph Landau. 



Instead, the ZBA mem- 
bers decided to attend a 
future selectmen's meeting so 
the matter could be discussed 
with all parties present. 

As previously reported 
by the Tri Town Times, at 
their Nov. 27 meeting, mem- 
bers of the ZBA took issue 
with how opposition to their 
decision to let member 
Kevin Scott sit in on a meet- 
ing involving Mike Oleson, 
for whom Scott plows on a 
part-time basis, was handled 
by the selectmen. 

The issue began when 
Scott sat in on an Oct. 16 



hearing that otherwise 
would not have had a quo- 
rum. Neither members of 
the ZBA nor of the public 
called Scott's decision into 
question, though all were 
given a chance to raise 
objections. 

When the hearing came 
up again at their Nov. 27 
meeting, the ZBA and public 
were again asked to raise any 
objections they may have 
had to Scott's sitting in on 
Oleson's hearing, and again 
none were raised. The ZBA 
gave its unanimous support 
to Scott's ability to impartial- 



ly oversee the matter. 

During that November 
meeting, Brown expressed 
his concern with the select- 
men's decision to call him 
and Scott into a non-public 
session to discuss the matter. 
Both Brown and Scott were 
clear that it was a single 
selectman doing the talking. 

Brown said state law 
allows a path for those who 



disagree with the ZBAs 
actions, and a rehearing 
should be called for, not a 
non-public session. 

The ZBA sought two 
opinions on its decision to let 
Scott serve, one from the New 
Hampshire Local Govern- 
ment Center and one from 
town counsel Dean Eggert. 

ZBA member Charlotte 
Lister said the ZBA was an 



independent board and the 
selectmen needed to be 
reminded of that. Brown 
agreed. 

Landau said he would try 
to get the ZBA onto the 
selectmen's agenda in the 
week between Christmas 
and New Year's or directly in 
the New Year. He also said he 
would try to have all select- 
men present for the meeting.

New Resolutions 



As we pass through the darkest 
days of winter and head into the New 
Year, we traditionally take time to 
reflect on the year just ending, and 
resolve to do things differently in the 
days ahead. 

And there's plenty of room to do 
things differently. 

We've gone through an acrimo- 
nious but decisive election on both the 
national and state levels, and just 
before Christmas, we've come face to 
face with the horror that lurks in the 
minds of men, with the fatal shooting 
of 20 children and six adults at a Con- 
necticut elementary school, preceded 
by a few days by the fatal shooting of 
two shoppers at a crowded mall in Ore- 
gon. 

We've seen whole segments of the 
country - and the world - devastated 
by all varieties of unusual storms. In 
2005, we almost lost New Orleans. In 
2012, who would have imagined the 
Jersey Shore being washed away, or 
New York City flooded? 

So while there's nothing wrong 
with the usual resolutions - exercise 
more, eat healthier foods, take more 
time for yourself, pay more attention to 
loved ones - we suggest a little effort in 
a different direction as well, which in 
the long run may yield more lasting 
results. 

After the deluge of negative adver- 



tising in the election just past, we 
could use a strong shift of attitude. 
What about a resolve to compromise 
instead of "my way or the highway," 
particularly in cases where voters 
turned down the "my way or the high- 
way" side of things. 

What about looking at all sides of 
an issue, rather than only the one that 
benefits one group? It's not easy to be 
open minded, but it's worth the effort. 
And in politics, we don't elect "special 
interest" representatives. Our officials 
are supposed to represent all of us. 

How about starting to talk about 
things too often left unsaid, such as 
anything to do with guns. 

And perhaps most importantly, 
what about working with people from 
all schools of thought to find ways to 
solve the problems that face us. That 
means a willingness to be open to 
other views. We could very well learn 
something. 

The start of a new year brings 
with it a chance to begin again. 
While it's human nature to focus on 
the horror, there's plenty of good that 
surrounds us. Taking that as our 
base, we can work together toward a 
bright future. 

Good luck with your resolutions, 
and from all of us at Nutfield Publish- 
ing to all of you, our best wishes for a 
happy and healthy New Year.

26.2 charm and refresh- 
ments," Muskrat said. "Dur- 
ing the fall the Hampstead 
program had its students 
running at least one mile a 
week in health and PE class- 
es. Students logged their 
exercise activities through- 
out the fall while working 
to achieve the goal of 25.2 
miles of activity so they 
could participate in Mara- 
thon Monday, running the 
final mile as a group." 

Muskrat said the stu- 
dents logged their miles. 
More than half the sixth 



through eighth grade stu- 
dent population reached the 
25.2 miles goal this fall, and 
during the final run on 
Marathon Monday, 240 stu- 
dents and teachers complet- 
ed their marathon together. 

The students who came 
in first on Marathon Mon- 
day were Cobi Moore for 
the boys and Kiley Davis for 
the girls. 

The gym wall was deco- 
rated with shoes bearing 
student names and the 
number of miles run in the 
program.

discussed inside and out- 
side of selectmen meetings 
as well as at school board 
meetings. 

Some town leaders say 
they understood that the 
school was an interim solu- 
tion for a shelter, with 
future plans to move the 
shelter to the MPR, while 
others say things should 
stay status quo. 

One of the justifications 
in 2009 for purchasing a 
generator to run the munic- 
ipal building was the plan to 
turn the MPR into the 
town's emergency shelter. In 
September of 2009 the 
board of selectmen decided 
to move the shelter's loca- 
tion to the school as an 
interim solution until the 
generator was operational 
and the MPR was readied 
for use as a shelter. 

The school was used as a 
shelter during the 2008 ice 
storm. 



Discussion Dec. 13 fo- 
cused on what had to be 
done to make the move. 

Antoine said he thinks a 
lot of work would have to 
be done to the building to 
get it operational. His opin- 
ion is that the school is a 
great spot for the shelter 
and he expressed concern 
with how much work and 
money needs to be put into 
the MPR to bring it up to 
suitable condition. 

While Antoine said he's 
amenable to the selectmen's 
decision in the matter, he is 
concerned that the plan to 
turn the MPR into a shelter 
is more long term than may 
be realized. 

He cited the current 
shower set up, which offers 
gang showers that don't pro- 
vide the kind of privacy a 
family may want, or which 
the school offers. 

The site used within the 
school, according to An- 



toine, has a good kitchen, 
and its two separate main 
rooms can be utilized well. 

The MPR has a single 
gym, a smaller kitchen and 
bathrooms. 

Selectmen vice chair 
Jack Cannon, contacted 
after the meeting, said he 
understood the effort need- 
ed to make the MPR suitable 
consists of mostly routine 
maintenance. He also noted 
that the town's emergency 
operations plan would have 
to be updated to reflect a 
change of shelter location. 
Cannon did not attend the 
Dec. 13 meeting, but spoke 
to the board's general desire 
to see the MPR utilized. 

No plans are in place yet 
to communicate the change 
to the public, if it does 
occur. As it currently 
stands, the town's emer- 
gency shelter is still located 
at Chester Academy

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Laws of Motion Come Alive for Seventh Graders

HAMPSTEAD - Dennis 
Morrison returned to Hamp- 
stead Middle School once 
again for his annual presen- 
tation on Newton's Laws of 
Motion. 

A Hampstead resident, 
he was at HMS on Thursday, 
Dec. 20 to demonstrate New- 
ton's Three Laws of Motion 
to the seventh-graders. His 
program touches on light 
and sound, electricity and 



magnetism, simple mach- 
ines, and chemistry. 

Morrison, who works for 
Raytheon, is often ac- 
companied by his son Daniel, 
who also works at Raytheon. 
Daniel attended Hampstead 
Middle School and has been 
assisting his father with his 
science demonstrations for 
many years. 

Newton's Three Laws of 
Motion are: 

• The Law of Inertia - 
things will remain at rest or 
in motion unless or until 



acted upon - the natural ten- 
dency of things to continue 
doing what they are doing 
unless acted upon by an 
external unbalanced force. 

• The Law of Accelera- 
tion - The heavier the 
object, the more force is 
required to move it the 
same distance as a lighter 
object, or more mass takes 
more force to accelerate. 

• For every action an 



equal and opposite reaction 
exists - or for every force 
there is an equal force in the 
opposite direction, i.e. 
when a ball hits another 
ball, the second ball pushes 
back in the opposite direc- 
tion with equal force. 

Morrison used a large 
knife and an apple, aided by 
seventh grader Kathryn 
Leighton wearing a metal 
hard hat, to demonstrate 



Newton's Law of Inertia. He 
smacked the apple with the 
knife and the apple stuck. 
When Morrison, who was 
holding the knife with the 
apple attached right over 
Kathryn's head, struck the 
knife with a mallet, the 
knife cut through the apple 
and the pieces fell onto 
Kathryn's hard hat. 

In another demonstra- 
tion, Morrison asked student 



Vanessa DeCesare to don a 
crash helmet. She stood in a 
wagon as it was pulled out 
from under her, her feet 
moving but her body staying 
basically in place, as Morri- 
son prevented her from 
falling to the floor. 

Morrison's visual, hands- 
on way of teaching is popu- 
lar with both teachers and 
students, who look forward 
to his annual visit. 



Conservation Commission Hopes to Reduce Survey Scope

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Conservation Commission 
has sent out two Requests for 
Proposals (RFP) for survey 
work on the newly acquired 
Emmert property off Colletts 
Drive. The Conservation 
Commission purchased 22 
acres of the 32-acre site, next 
to a parcel the commission 
already owns. 

The second round of 
bids brought in new figures 
from the two original bid- 
ders and a third from a new 
bidder. 

As previously reported, 
the original two bids were 
from Holden Engineering and 
Surveying Company of Bed- 
ford at $11,823 and Corner- 
stone Associates of Chester at 
$14,600. The new Corner- 
stone bid was $13,900 and 
the new bid from Holden was 
$11,323. The new bidder, 
MHF Design of Salem, bid 
$14,323. The low bidder in 
both instances was Holden.

Conservation Chairman 
Tim Lovell and his board, 
after reviewing the bids, 
decided to table a decision 
until Paul Carideo can go 
before the Planning Board 
to see if the required bid 
components can be revised, 
reducing the amount of 
detail required in the survey. 

"Paul Carideo, who is in 
this field of work and has 
done RFPs for his company, 
feels we are not getting a 
low enough price tag for the 
job," Lovell said. "He is 
going to speak with the 
Planning Board and see if he 
can reduce the number of 
requirements. But this re- 
quest might not be granted 
and we understand these 
are the rules of the road. 
The company that gave us 
the lowest bid will get the 
job, but we want to see if we 
can negotiate a reduced bill 
on top of their proposal. I 
have been in touch with the 
landowner and stated we 
need more time to work out 
this process, and they have

granted an extension to 
April." 

Carideo explained that 
the cost of the survey had 
come in much higher than 
anticipated. He thinks that 
instead of a subdivision, 
what is needed is a lot line 
adjustment, which has far 
fewer requirements in terms 
of survey work. 

"We wouldn't need 
things like soil or wetland 
mapping, test pits, and all 
the other things required in 
a subdivision," he said. "All 
we would have to do is 
determine boundary and lot 
line adjustments. However, 
after talking to Planning 
Board Chairman Randy 
Clark, I don't know if that 
will be allowed. Clark said 
he couldn't allow us to just 
seek a lot line adjustment 
rather than a subdivision 
without first talking to 
Town Engineer Nick Cre- 
centi." Crecenti has said a 
subdivision is required. 

Carideo said that be- 
cause the 10 acres remain- 



ing with the Emmerts ex- 
ceeds the maximum am- 
ount required for a build- 
able lot, he does not know 
why they should have to 
meet subdivision require- 
ments. He also said he 
would undertake some of 
the work needed to help 
reduce the cost. 

"If the price doesn't 
come down to where it is 
reasonable for what we are 
doing, we would probably 
go out to bid for a third 
time," Carideo said. "I am 
willing to go before the ZBA 
(Zoning Board of Adjust- 
ment) and/or the Planning 
Board and make the neces- 
sary presentation to change 
the scope of the survey from 
a subdivision to a lot line 
adjustment, but at this 
point the bid price would be 
just throwing money away." 

Nothing will happen on 
the survey bids until the 
Planning Board makes a 
decision. The next Planning 
Board meeting is scheduled 
for Jan. 7.

Chester Academy Halls Decked Out with Wintry Lessons

CHESTER - The ele- 
mentary school halls at 
Chester Academy are an 
impressive sight this time of 
year.

Pinkerton Academy Students Up to the 'Challenge'

Colin Dudgeon, a Pink- 
erton Academy senior, re- 
members staying home 
from school with an illness 
in his younger years. He'd 
settle in with his ginger ale 
or chicken soup on the cof- 
fee table and switch on 
"Who Wants To Be A Mil- 
lionaire?" Then the Hamp- 
stead boy would match 
wits, from his sofa, with 
national contestants. 

"Personally, I never 
found 'Millionaire' to be 
challenging enough," his 
coach and mentor Peter 
Crowell remarked. 

It's a normal conversa- 
tion for Dudgeon and 
Crowell, the team captain 
and head coach respectively 
of Pinkerton's Granite State 
Challenge team. It's been 
several years since Pinker- 
ton fielded a team, and with 
changes in the program, the 
school is hoping for a win 
this year. 

The long-running New 



Hampshire Public Televi- 
sion show, which gave Tom 
Bergeron his start and is 
now hosted by Jim Jean- 
notte, did not air last year 
because of funding issues. 
Crowell said Pinkerton had 
a team ready to go under the 
old format, which rotated 
slots among each of the 
state's high schools. 

"We had one meeting 
with the kids, and then I got 
an e-mail from NHPTV," 
Crowell said. 

But his kids were primed 
and ready to go, so he did 
other academic competi- 
tions with them, notably the 
Quiz Bowl. 

The Challenge came 
back this year with less 
funding than in the past, so 
it changed format, Crowell 
said. "They went from 32 
schools to 16, and you had 
to qualify," he said. The 
"qualifying event" was held 
at Southern New Hampshire 
University, and 48 schools 
sent teams to compete for 
the 16 spots. 

The qualifying test was a 



written one but the students 
were allowed to work to- 
gether. The most frustrating 
question for Dudgeon was 
one asking to identify a 
word beginning with "A" 
that identifies the part of a 
planet furthest from the 
sun. "I was personally frus- 
trated because I am in 
astronomy class," he said. "I 
suggested 'apex,' and some- 
one else suggested 'azi- 
muth,' which is bigger." The 
correct answer turned out 
to be "aphelion," he said. 

They had a strategy go- 
ing in, making sure they 
were well-rested and well- 
fed, Dudgeon said. "There 
was plenty of food at the 
qualifying round," he added. 

Their strategy included 
dividing and conquering the 
list of questions, with stu- 
dents working to their own 
strengths. They had a cou- 
ple of "math people," Dud- 
geon said, including one ex- 
ceptionally talented fresh- 
man, and when the team 
was stuck on a math ques- 
tion, the "math people"

was needed to make a lot 
buildable. 

Other neighbors con- 
curred with Landau's assess- 
ment. 

While Landau also ques- 
tioned what hardships the 
town might face if a house 
were built there - fire 
department calls for pump- 
ing out the basement, for 
example - Mitchell said the 
design for the house didn't 
provide for a cellar hole. 

Mitchell said that while 
some areas of the property 
may be wet, only the ones 
depicted on the plan were 
officially designated as wet- 
land. He noted that because 
he did not come prepared to 



ask for a waiver on other 
requirements brought up by 
the board, it may be wiser to 
wait on the variances 
sought until he could come 
back with everything need- 
ed. Mitchell also said the 
town has allowed for open 
space subdivisions with lots 
of less than two acres. 

Brown noted that while 
special exceptions had been 
made for small lots in the 
past, the lot being presented 
had much going against it. 
He added that he would feel 
better approving the request 
if he knew the person ask- 
ing for it were going to live 
in the house and deal with 
any water problems that 
might arise. 

ZBA member Billie Mal- 
oney had similar thoughts, 
saying the ZBA was looking 



at the lot in its entirety, not 
just its acreage. Maloney 
asked that the conservation 
commission also review the 
request. 

Member Cass Buckley 
said he drives by the lot 
every day and while it may 
not necessarily be wetland, 
it was frequently wet. He 
agreed that there were many 
roadblocks to seeing the 
space as a good building lot. 

The ZBA decided to con- 
tinue the hearing and hold a 
site walk on the property on 
Thursday, Dec. 20 before 
again revisiting the matter 
at its Jan. 15 meeting.

would huddle in a corner 
and figure it out while the 
rest of the team went on. 

Dudgeon said they aren't 
sure what their strategy will 
be for the January show. 
They might try to be as 
well-rounded as they can, or 
they might designate "niche 
people," as they did for the 
qualifier. Dudgeon's person- 
al specialty is Social Studies, 
he said. 

Crowell and assistant 
coach Pam Griswold, along 
with the students, waited a 
week to find out if they'd 
made it.

But the students accu- 
rately assessed their per- 
formance, Crowell added. 
When he got the results, 
"They were spot-on on what 
they knew and didn't know." 

They did qualify, and are 
now training for a January 
shot at the title. 

The last time Pinkerton 
went to the Challenge was 
under the old rotation sys- 
tem, in 2009-10. "We lost in

the first round," he said, 
"but at least we lost to the 
eventual champion." 

This year there are sev- 
eral strong teams, including 
the defending champion, 
Bishop Brady of Concord, 
Crowell said. 

The students are train- 
ing now, meeting formally 
once a week to go over prac- 
tice questions. "They are in- 
depth, obnoxiously long 
questions," Crowell said. 
He's also planning to have 
them watch old episodes, he 
said. 

But the students also 
practice on their own, usu- 
ally meeting in the old 
chapel in the Pinkerton 
Building. Dudgeon said, 
"We gather the devoted and 
we use dog clickers for 
buzzers." If they don't get 
an answer, they "run around 



the chapel" to clear their 
minds, he said. 

Dudgeon also practices 
on his own, saying, "I was a 
kid designed for academic 
competition." As a child, he 
used to do things like mem- 
orizing state capitals, and 
now he does it for the Chal- 
lenge. "I'll look at an author 
and memorize the names of 
their works," he said, add- 
ing, "Memorization is the 
mother of learning." He dis- 
cusses questions with his 
parents, he said. 

There are six students, 
and on Challenge Day four 
of them will be behind the 
buzzers, with two alternates. 
Team members are Dud- 
geon, captain, and Hannah 
Campeanu, Jake Hudgins, 
Ben Foley, Emily D'Aquila, 
and Dylan Mahalingam. 
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Hampstead Recycling Numbers Continue to Climb

HAMPSTEAD - As the 
recycling numbers for the 
community continue to 
climb, the Recycling and 
Solid Waste Committee 
members are wondering if 
that will result in winning 
the $100,000 prize in the 
SC Johnson Recyclebank's 
Green Choices Recycling 
Challenge. The town's recy- 
cling percentage moved up 
to an all time high of 27 per- 
cent in November. 

As Hampstead's recy- 
cling increases, its trash 
stream is reduced, resulting 
in a savings for the town 
due to lower tipping fees. 
The recycling increase and 



subsequent trash reduction 
have saved the town 
approximately $13,000 so 
far this year. 

Hampstead was selected 
as the New Hampshire rep- 
resentative in the Recycle - 
bank contest and at last 
check, the town was sitting 
in fifth place. Recycling 
Committee member Ellen 
Cabral said she wished she 
knew how close Hampstead 
was to overtaking the fourth- 
place town, Union Grove, 
Wis. , but said that informa- 
tion isn't available. 

"However," she said, 
"the more residents who 
sign on to the Recyclebank, 
the better our chances are. 
We only have one more 
month, but our recycling 



numbers have gone up and 
that is what this is all 
about." 

The $100,000 prize 
Hampstead is competing for 
is a sustainability grant from 
SC Johnson that will go to 
the community that ach- 
ieves the highest reported 
participation rate. The win- 
ner will be announced in 
January. 

Jonathan Hsu, chief exec- 
utive officer at Recyclebank, 
the company that rewards 
people for taking everyday 
green actions with discounts 
and deals, said, "We are 
excited to see the incredible 
sustainable changes taking 
place in these communities 
across the country as part 
of the SC Johnson Green 



Choices Recycling Chal- 
lenge. It's fantastic to see res- 
idents feel empowered to 
make a positive environmen- 
tal impact in their communi- 
ties." 

To participate, Hamp- 
stead residents sign up for a 
free Recyclebank account 
and report that they are recy- 
cling. Residents can visit 
www. recyclebank. com/green 
choices and follow the 
prompts to get started. If this 
doesn't work, call 888-727- 
2978 and help will be avail- 
able.

Recycling and Solid 
Waste Chairman Pat Brack- 
en said, "We have been 
assured that there will be no 
changes in our service. The 
name Best Way Disposal 
will remain and there will 
be no changes until our 
contract runs out." 

• The committee learn- 
ed that almost 2,000 stick- 
ers for extra trash bags - 
required for trash in excess 
of the allowed amount - 
have been sold since the 



new limits took effect in 

July- 

"People are using them 
but it has had a good impact 
on the recycling," noted 
committee secretary Tina 
Harrington. And, she 
added, after the initial flurry 
of complaints, things have 
been quiet. 

• The committee is 
looking into why the cost of 
Hazardous Waste Collection 
Days has escalated. Hamp- 
stead participates in a spring 
and fall Hazardous Waste 
Day with several other 
towns and then pays its 
share based on the number 
of Hampstead participants. 
Towns can apply for a grant 
for the fall event, and this 
helps defray the overall cost.

"I came up with the idea 
in 2009 when I was thinking 
of meaningful book projects 
to assign the children," Bur- 
kett said.

"I learned what graphs 
are used for from reading 
this book," said Kaylee. "I 
didn't know about that. I 
enjoyed reading the book 
because I learned new 
things. I like how the book 
used the graph examples 
from the desert." 

Sharing the table with 
Kaylee was Quinn Mailloux, 
who had chosen "Money 
Madness" by David Adler 
for her book.

of admissions at Hampstead 
Hospital, was also at the 
meeting to discuss some of 
the mental health issues at 
play in the current national 
discussion on how to pre- 
vent such massacres. 

Hampstead Hospital is a 
private psychiatric hospital 
in Hampstead specializing 
in inpatient treatment. 

Stammely said that from 
elementary school on up 
they are seeing more and 
more people dealing with 
increased anxiety and 
depression. These issues 
can be compounded by 
social isolation, bullying 
and drug abuse. And a 
tough economy can further 
escalate these issues. 

"It's very complicated 
when you get into areas like 
this. There's no one answer. 
But one of the answers is to 
really start when kids are 
young and try to secure 



them with as much safety 
and stability as possible. 
And to reach out for help," 
Stammely said. 

And then there's the 
issue of lack of health insur- 
ance to help people with 
mental disorders or increas- 
ing deductibles for those 
with insurance. 

Roy said there was a pre- 
scription drug epidemic in 
the area that was only mak- 
ing matters worse. Every 
day you see the result of it 
on the news, she said, from 
robberies, to home inva- 
sions to violence, all con- 
nected to substances that 
are changing the chemistry 
of people's brains. She 
added that across the state 
and the nation, funding has 
been slashed for mental 
health services, and it was 
taking a toll on communi- 
ties everywhere. 

"Unfortunately until the 
country gets a handle on 
helping people struggling 
with mental illness and get- 
ting them the services they 



need and getting a handle 
on this drug epidemic we 
have, what happened in 
Connecticut is going to 
happen again," said Roy. 

She urged more commu- 
nity participation on the 
issues and attention to legis- 
lation that deals with them. 
Roy has long been attempt- 
ing to bring awareness to 
the prescription drug issue, 
with numerous informa- 
tional nights with local 
experts in the area. 

"I'm not trying to scare 
anyone, but the cold, hard 
facts are it's not the guns. It's 
the people with the guns 
who are unstable. The peo- 
ple that are filled with hate. 
The people that are hurt so 
bad inside that they could 
do something like that," 
said Roy. "It's what's 
prompting meetings like 
this. We're together because 
a terrible thing happened 
and we're scared." 

Stammely, citing anti- 
bullying programs, said that 
on a positive note, schools

in recent years have been 
doing a great deal to help 
kids who feel isolated, and 
with teaching empathy and 
kindness. Sandown Central 
School has instituted the 
Olweus Bullying Prevention 
Program. 

Gordon focused on what 
the police response would 
be if such a situation 
occurred in the area. Good 
plans and systems are in 
place he said, plans that 
have proven to be effective. 
Gordon noted that he had a 
meeting with local police 
chiefs earlier in the week to 
discuss the matter as well. 

To a question about 
arming someone at the front 
office of the school with 
something like a taser, Gor- 
don said he was not in favor 
of arming anyone in a 
school. Gordon also noted 
that because of the nature of 
such attackers, if they want- 
ed to find a way into the 
school they were going to, 
and knowing and following 
planned emergency re- 
sponses was of the utmost 
importance. 

Gordon asked whether 
having a resource officer 
present in the schools 
would make parents feel 
more comfortable. Most 
raised their hands. The 
chief noted that talk was 
that federal funding may be 
available for such an officer. 
For the time being, Gordon 
said that he would talk to 
the principals but he and 
his officers could make a 
concerted effort to stop into 
the schools regularly. 

While staffing doesn't 
allow for an all-day pres- 
ence, Gordon noted that it 
can be very effective to stop 
in to the schools randomly 
to visit with teachers and 
students. 

Gordon also asked par- 
ents if they felt a police 
presence would have an 
adverse reaction on their 
children. Most said it would 
be a comfort and something 
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that reinforced the idea for 
kids that the police were 
their friends and helpers. 

Sandown North princi- 
pal Jo-Ann Georgian has 
been heading up efforts at 
her school with its Emer- 
gency Response and Crisis 
Teams. She said a balance 
was needed between safety 
and the sense of community 
at the school, and noted that 
learning doesn't happen if 
the community is anxious. 

Members of the Emer- 
gency Response and Crisis 
Teams gave parents an 
overview of the effort they 
put into making sure proto- 
cols are in place for every- 
thing from fire drills to 
lockdowns to off site evacu- 
ations. Those plans are 
drilled regularly, they said. 

Patrice Leff, vice principal 
at Sandown North, said that 
non-emergency incidents at 
the school have helped them 
not only feel comfortable with 
the effectiveness of their pro- 
cedures but have also given 
them information on where 
to improve. 

While parents had many 
suggestions and questions, 
school staff almost always 
said they had already 
planned for and executed 
the suggestions. 

In response to concerns 
about how the drills might 
affect the kids, guidance 
counselor Nancy Stafford 
said the kids do well with 
them; they're just like the fire 



drills most adults took part 
in when they were in school. 

Other questions dealt 
with how to discuss the 
issue with children and 
what kind of information 
parents should be giving to 
kids about lockdown drills. 
For the latter it was empha- 
sized that parents should 
remind kids to listen to 
their teachers and to follow 
their directions. 

Stafford presented copies 
of "Helping Children Deal 
with Tragic Events in the 
News," a pamphlet put to- 
gether by Fred (Mr.) Rogers 
and his Family Communi- 
cations Inc., team and the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. A copy can 
be found at: www.fc- 
i.org/new-site/par- tragic- 
events. html. 

A reading list of helpful 
non-fiction books was also 
handed out and some chil- 
dren's fiction was available. 
Stafford said parents were 
welcome to visit her and 
borrow her books. 

"You've got excellent 
staff in both buildings that 
have worked these bugs out, 
that have worked with the 
kids," Gordon said. "You 
guys have really got to put 
your faith in them because 
they love your kids just as 
much as you do. Have faith 
in the system. Have faith in 
the teachers that are here 
and know that they're giving 
the best care possible."

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Tombarello Eager to Begin Work as County Commissioner

SANDOWN - Tom Tom- 
barello will admit that it 
took a lot of work to win a 
spot as county commission- 
er, but he's working just as 
hard getting ready for the job 
he gets sworn into on Jan. 2. 

Tombarello narrowly up- 
set longtime commissioner 
and current chair Maureen 
Barrows in November to win 
a four-year term as commis- 
sioner for Rockingham 
County District 2. But even 
before he won the seat, he 
was busy meeting people 
and learning from those who 
currently run things at the 
county level, and those 
efforts have continued in the 
last month. 

The County Commis- 
sioners are the executive 



branch of county govern 
ment. They are responsible 
for the day-to-day opera- 
tions of the county in both 
fiscal and policy matters. 
They oversee everything 
from the department of cor- 
rections to the elder care 
facilities to the county sheriff 
and attorney. 

Tombarello has visited 
and toured the county jail in 
Brentwood, the sheriff's 
department, the nursing 
home and other areas. He's 
also attending the biweekly 
department head meetings 
to get up to speed on the 
day-to-day work, what's suc- 
cessful and what challenges 
each area is facing. 

"1 sit on the couch with 
my coffee and I listen," said 
Tombarello. 

Also changing the land- 
scape of the county was the 



election of Kevin Coyle of 
Deny to District 3. Coyle 
beat C. Donald Stritch for 
that job. The two will join 
incumbent Kate Pratt of Dis- 
trict 1. 

Tombarello said the lead- 
ership change has some of 
the county's employees con- 
cerned about what it will 
mean for them, but he added 
that he's listening to their 
concerns and doing his best 
to work with them. 

"Everyone's been really 
helpful," said Tombarello, 
from employees to elected 
officials of both Republican 
and Democrat affiliation. 

Tombarello lauded how 
well the county has been 
communicating with him 
and helping out wherever it 
can. All he has to do is ask, 
he said, and all the informa- 
tion he needs quickly shows 



up. 

While Tombarello said 
he's looking to learn as much 
as he can, he's also on the 
lookout for things that he 
may try and improve during 
his term. 

Tombarello has a back- 
ground in law enforcement 
and construction so is natu- 
rally looking at those aspects 
of the job and looking to 
make suggestions on those 
fronts. 

One thing he'd like to do 
while in office is to establish 
a K9 unit at the jail. The pro- 
gram could be used jointly 
with different law enforce- 
ment areas, he said. He's seen 
great success with dogs in 
his work as a deputy with 
the Essex County sheriff's 
department in Massachu- 
setts, and thinks Rocking- 
ham County would greatly 



benefit from having a unit. 
He's already talked with 
some of the people in Mass- 
achusetts with whom he has 
worked to get the ball 
rolling. 

"That's one of the goals 
I've set, to implement a K9 
unit out of that facility," said 
Tombarello. 

But he's also looking at 
the more day-to-day efforts, 
such as working within the 
budget to see if cost savings 
may be realized, and with 
the county's employees to 
help them continue to do a 
good job. 

"I'm looking to make the 
workers proud to come to 
work and to call it a great 
place to work," said 
Tombarello. 

The new commissioner 
currently serves as vice chair 
of the Sandown board of 



selectmen and expects that 
his work on that board will 
inform his new role. He sus- 
pects the job is very similar 
in its administration of 
departments, but on a much 
larger scale. 

"I think this job has pre- 
pared me well," said 
Tombarello. 

Another thing Tombarel- 
lo is looking forward to is to 
continue to inform residents 
what it is the county com- 
missioners do. 

For the time being, 
Tombarello plans to contin- 
ue to serve as a selectman. 
He said that while he'll be 
busy as he gets his bearings 
in Brentwood, he thinks he 
can handle both official 
roles. 

"It's going to be excit- 
ing," Tombarello concluded. 
"I'm looking forward to it." 



Coyle Ready for Work as County Commissioner

CHESTER - Kevin Coy- 
le is ready to work. 

The prosecutor for the 
Londonderry Police Depart- 
ment, a Republican from 
Derry won the election for 
the County Commissioner 
seat for District 3. He joins 
fellow newcomer Tom 
Tombarello of Sandown, 
District 2, and incumbent 
Kate Pratt, District 1, to 
oversee the affairs of Rock- 
ingham County. 



Coyle won over Democ- 
rat Bob Davidson of Not- 
tingham. 

Though Democrats reign- 
ed in the November general 
election, Coyle said he isn't 
worried about getting along 
with them. "I do what I 
think is right, and people 
respect me for it," he said. 

Besides, Coyle said, par- 
tisanship doesn't matter 
quite as much at the county 
level. There are certain 
things the county has to 
provide, such as a home for 
the elderly and a means for 



incarceration, and it doesn't 
matter what the ruling party 
is. 

The county portion of 
the tax rate is the smallest 
portion for any town, and 
Coyle said he would try 
hard to manage the funds 
they are given to work with. 
For him, it comes down to 
"wants" and "needs." 

"I'm going into this 
making sure the needs get 
properly funded to get the 
job done," he said. "I want 
to take a fresh look at every- 
thing - taxes are high for 



everyone." If there's money 
left over for a few wants, 
that's fine, he said, but he 
doesn't see all the "wants" 
being funded. 

In particular, Coyle said, 
he's going to be looking at 
the biggest county expenses 
- the nursing home, human 
services, the jail and the 
sheriff's office. The nursing 
home brings in some rev- 
enue from Medicare, Medic- 
aid and private care servic- 
es, and he'll be looking at 
that offsetting revenue too, 
he said. 



Coyle will represent Dis- 
trict 3, which includes 
Derry, Auburn, Londonder- 
ry, Candia, Chester, Deer- 
field, Northwood, Notting- 
ham and Windham. 

The outgoing commis- 
sioners, Maureen Barrows 
of Exeter and C. Donald 
Stritch of Auburn, have 
been very helpful in the 
transition, he said. 

Though he won't be 
sworn in until January, his 
work has already begun, 
Coyle said. "We are dedicat- 
ing some time to it now, 



because the new budget is 
due Jan. 15," he said. 

Coyle, a former Derry 
Town Councilor who chose 
not to run for reelection the 
last time around, said he 
plans to keep his job with 
Londonderry, and is sure it 
will work out. The LPD is 
open 24-7, he said, and if he 
has county business in the 
daytime, he will come over at 
night and work on paper- 
work for the prosecutor's job. 

"It's quieter then," he 
said.
